south of the Somme, with Arras as the chief cente^ the British 
forces have beaten off the Germans, with heavy losses to the enemy 
according to the report from Field Marshal Haig tonight. 


Slowly assuming the shape of a phowshare the German drive, in

Enemy Succeeds in Pushing Forward At Few 


Places, But Another Intense Conflict 


Is Growing More Imminent 


MAY ONLY BE DIVERSION 


Germans Believed to Be Launching Blow in North to Pre- 


vent English From Moving Men and Guns South- 


ward to Main Battle Front—Airmen 


Active in British Defense

"With the British. Army in France, March 28.—Another sector 


of the front was added to the north end of the new battle line to- 
day, when the Germans attacked heavily on both sides of the Scarpe 
toward Arras. Bitter fighting took place from Gavrelle on the 
north to Boyelles, below the river, and in some sections "the Ger- 
mans succeeded in pushing forward somewhat in the face of des- 
parate resistance.

Whether the enemy was really making a serious threat against 


the battle scarred city of Arras, can not yet be said, but it is patent 
that as a diversion, which might prevent the British from .moving 
troops and guns southward to the main battle front it would be 
of advantage to the Germans who have not yet got their artillery 
forward. 


Farther south astride the Somme, there are indications that an- 


other intense conflict is imminent. The Germans this morning were 
advancing from the neighborhood of Bray, while south of there the 
British were conducting operations in the direction of Sally, and 
Latture and Proyart. 


Bombardment Precedes Attack, 
All along the British front there is 


heavy fighting. 
The assault opposite 


Arras was preceded by a. heavy enemy 
bombardment, twhich began early in 
the morning. The Germans directed 
their infantry drives toward the high 
ground represented by Orange hill and 
Telegraph hill, near Arras, both of 
which elevations were the scene of 
desperate engagements 
during 
the 


battle of Arras. 


Tho fighting on Telegraph hill just 


below the Scarpe was particularly-bit- 
ter, and at latest reports this hill was 
covered with swirling masses of Brit- 
ish and Germans battling 
at 
close 


quarters. 


The lighting yesterday In the north 


centered about Bolsleux, St. Mare, Ay- 
ette, Courllles,

Here tho Germans made a succession 
of heavy assaults for the purpose of 
obtaining high ground, but in each

was immediately thrown out by vig- 
orous counter attacks. 


Six Attacks oil English. 


At least six attacks were delivered 


during the day by the Germans and 
the engagement here resulted In vir- 
tually no change In tho situation. The 
enemy lost heavily in men. The Ger- 
mans are still rushing up artillery for

some sections the guns are

forward somewhat slowly.

bogan laat weelc and up to this time 
has continued, albeit during the past 
two days with some relaxation of 
energy on the part of the Teutons. 
The ground fought over is practically 
the same as that occupied by the 
Germans previous to their retirement 
a year ago. The ground on which 
the two armies now stand Is practic- 
ally the old Hindenberg line; and 
\,"here for nearly two years follow- 
ing the battle of the Slarne the con- 
tending- armies stood, they are prac- 
tically standing today. 


But granting that this much of sur- 


rendered 
territory has been recap- 


tured by tho Germans, It by no means 
follows that the victory Is with the 
armies of the Kaiser. 
"Another such 


a victory and I am undone" was the 
exclamation 
of 
Pyrrhus, king of 


Eplrus, 
more than 
two thousand 


years ago, when he contemplated' the 
cost of a battle won over the Ro- 
mans. 
From his exclamation such 


successes have ever since been called 
Pyrrhic victories; and it may well 


' be that when the Kaiser contem- 
plates In sober thought the 400,000 
men lost, the great expenditures of 
munitions 
and 
the 
unsatisfactory 


outcome, at least to date, he will 
liken himself 
not 
to God 
but 
to 


Pyrrhls. 


The gallant French and British and 


American soldiers on the battle front 
Iiave not lost courage. In the face 
of an unparalleled offensive they have 
stood 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder, 
have 


closei up their depleted ranks and 
h«!ld their place; and when retreat 
has been necessary It has been made 
in masterly fashion. 
A certain sec- 


tion of French soil battle ravaged 
Jind ^orn by shot and shell they have 
attained, 
but nothing more. 
They 


have not broken tho spirit of the 
soldiers or of the people? They have 
not brought them even in thought 
one day nearer to surrender; but they 
have brought sorrow to hundreds of 
thousands 
of homes 
in Germany, 


where grief will hereafter stand be- 
side famine In Uis doorway. 


This IB after all th evital thing. 


Belgium Is proof that defeat is of 
the mind, and that a people which in 
the face of such ravages and rapine 
a« their land has endured still keeps 
a quenchless spirit can not be sub- 
dued. 


As for the United States, tho events 


of a week should be proof that the 
thing which we have to do should. If 
It is to be well done, bo done quickly. 
Hundreds of thousands of our soldiers 
are already across the seas, and many 
of them have had part in the great 
eonfiict. 
Millions more must go, and 


such stores of foodstuffs and muni- 
tions and army supplies as nobody a 
few years ago would 
have thought 


possible. These things wo must send; 
but wo must keep at homo tho un- 
conquerable spirit, and with it a de- 
termination to work as never before 
for tho salvation of the world. There 
must be no slackers and no slacken- 
ing of effort. In ship and on the farm, 
in shipyards and munition factories, 
and in every field of industry in Am- 
erica, the little things of life, selfish 
personal ends and thoughts of profit 
must be forgotten, 
and 
we 
must 


work, men and women, :is a single 
aoul to the accomplishment of our 
purpose- 


This is the thing to which \ve have 


eet ourselves. 
This is that which is 


neither moro nor lesjs than the won- 
derful thing which we call duty. No 
matter what the outcome be, there- 
fore, of the present battle—and there 
are the best of reasons for believing 
that It will in the end bo a victory 
for the Allies—It is for us to do our 
duty fully and unselfishly. 
If wo do 


this, there should bo no doubt that 
In tho end liberty will bo triumphant. 
If -we do not, there will be for us the 
abiding knowledge that each one of 
us Is responsible for what may bo an 
overwhelming world catastrophe.

for use by the army and navy, prices 
to be based on stated prices per ton 
for raw tomatoes. 


Some canncra and growers appear 


to have thought from this that the 
price for a ton of tomatoes was thus 
fixed, but such wns not the case, the 
administration states. 
"No 
canner 


was required to bid and no limitation 
was made on tho price per ton which 
anyone might ask for his tomatoes." 
says tho statement.
